(plus an interim NSC ID to authorize clandestine collection 
of foreign intelligence within the United States) -- 

Certain important intelligence acUvities,^ such as those 
of the NRO, are not now addressed by any NSC ID, and 
some of the NSCIDe should be updated. A proposed 
approach is to replace all existing NSCIDs with a single 
omnibus directive. The NSC ID'# general guidance is 
needed, following which specific language can be coor- 
dinated and submitted for formal approval. 

c. Human sources collection -- 

The human sources collection problem centers around 
means of better assuring that overt collection is used 
to a maximum and that only those problems which must 
be addressed by covert means are assigned to the 
Clandestine Service. This problem involves relation- 
ships among the Departments of State, Treasury, and 
Defense. 

d. Important resource issues -- 


The resource issues are those which have been raised 
before the Intelligence Resources Advisory Committee 
in work to date on preparation for the FT 1976 budget.
